With a subsequent de­ 
cline being followed by a substan­ 
tial advance. 
So far the market seems to be 
following the pattern. On the day 
the cut was ordered, the Dow 
Jones industrial average closed at 
580.82. A week later it showed an 
advance to 588.10, a gain of 1.25 
per cent.

N EW YORK (AP*—The initial 
effect of the margin cut on the 
Mock market was light and brief. 
But Wall Street is hopeful that the 
longer term impact will be more 
favorable. 


After the market closed July 9, 
the Federal Reserve Board re­ 
duced 
the 
margin 
requirement 
from 70 per cent to 50 per cent. 
This meant that an investor would 
have to pay 50 cents cash down 
for each $1 worth of stocks he 
bought instead of the 70 cents re­ 
quired since July 28, I960. 
The action was intended to help 
the economy by making it easier 
to buy stocks. .Some brokers and 
investors thought it came too late 
—at a time when the market was 
making some recovery from a 
seven-month decline Others felt it 
was timely. 
Previously margin cuts usually 
stimulated a moderate rally for a 
short time. With a subsequent de­ 
cline being followed by a substan­ 
tial advance. 
So far the market seems to be 
following the pattern. On the day 
the cut was ordered, the Dow 
Jones industrial average closed at 
580 82. A week later it showed an 
advance to 588 IO, a gain of 1.25 
per cent. 
In 
each 
ease when 
margins 
were cut in the past a decline of 
44 per cent to 12 per cent fol­ 
lowed in three to 26 weeks. The 
loss was regained in eight to 13 
weeks. 
"The first impact is over and

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Is Red China 
Nearing The End? 


Time of reckoning for Mao Tse-tung and his 
communist cohorts in mainland China may be 
close at hand. If it is. the cause is communism's 
failure to produce enough food for the country's 
700 million people. 
Back in 1958 Mao announced the “ great 
leap forward” for China. Great emphasis 
as 
placed on communal farms and on producing 
plenty, so that industry could be built up. But 
administrative bungling and .successive crop 
failures converted the great leap into a gigantic 
stumble. 
Red China was forced to turn to Canada 
and Australia for enough grain to maintain bare 
subsistence levels. 
Washington was on the verge of allowing 
sales of surplus grain to Red China. The ad­ 
ministration was almost committed to allowing 
the sales if the Chine.se formally requested such 
action. But overwhelming public and congres­ 
sional opposition killed all chance of it. 
New estimates indicate that the diet level 
in Red China is only 1.500 calories a day. This 
is a drop from all former guesses. 
With starvation comes dissatisfaction and 
eventually rebellion. Some sources even report 
(hat the army is on the point of revolt. The 
British believe that the troop build-up opposite 
Quemoy and Matsu is really aimed at suppres.s- 
ing a-possible internal rebellion. 
For Mao Tse-tung, this can be described 
only as a year of crisis. If the predicted crop 
shortages occur, the people may rise in rebel­ 
lion and have the army on their side. Com­ 
munism has failed to produce as promised in 
China— and people with empty stomachs are not 
inclined to keep on believing empty promises 
of a better future. 
It is by no means certain but it is within 
the realm of possibility that the end is in sight 
for the CQmmunist regime in China. If it is. an­ 
other communist failure will have been clearly 
demonstrated for all the world to see.

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Is Red China 
Nearing The End? 


Time of reckoning for Mao Tse-tung and his 
communist cohorts in mainland China may be 
close at hand. If it is. the cause is communism s 
failure to produce enough food for the country's 
700 million people. 
Back in 1958 Mao announced the “ great 
leap forward" for China 
Great emphasis was 
placed on communal farms and on producing 
plenty, so that industry could be built up. But 
administrative 
bungling and 
successive crop 
failures converted the great leap into a gigantic 
stumble. 
Red China was forced to turn to Canada 
and Australia for enough grain to maintain bare 
subsistence levels. 
Washington was on the verge of allowing 
sales of surplus gram to Red China. The ad­ 
ministration was almost committed to allowing 
the sales if the Chinese formally requested such 
action. Rut overwhelming public and congres­ 
sional opposition killed all chance of it. 
New estimates indicate that the diet level 
in Red China is only 1,500 calories a day. This 
is a drop from all former guesses. 
With starvation comes dissatisfaction and 
eventually rebellion. Some sources even report 
that the army is on the point of revolt. The 
British believe that the troop build-up opposite 
Quemoy and Matsu is really aimed at suppress­ 
ing a-possible internal rebellion. 
For Mao Tse-tung. this can be described 
only as a year of crisis. If the predicted crop 
shortages occur, the people may rise in rebel­ 
lion and have the army on their side. 
Com­ 
munism has failed to produce as promised in 
China— and people with empty stomachs are not 
inclined to keep on believing empty promises 
of a better future. 
It is by no means certain but it is within 
the realm of possibility that the end is in sight 
for the communist regime in China, lf it is. an­ 
other communist failure will have been clearly 
demonstrated for all the world to see.

Thus far, the Democrats in New York have not 
come up with a candidate who can be elected against 
Nelson Rockefeller, the present incumbent. This can­ 
not be satisfactory to the Kennedvs who need to krock 
Rockefeller out in 1%2 so that he will not be a candidate 
for the Presidency in 1%4. 
The Democratic Party in New York is split and 
splintered. The Reformers, organized by Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt and Senator Herbert Lehman to rid the Party 
of Carmine De Sapio, is in splinters. 
The dominant, 
group among the Reformers is led by such very clever 
women as Mrs. Anna Rosenberg who is shortly to 
become Mrs. Paul Hoffman, and Mrs. Mary Lasker. 
They managed to get rid of Carmine De .Sapio but they 
have not been able to control the Reformers whom 
they brought into power. 
They have thus far failed In destroy the Bronx 
Democratic 
leader, 
Charles 
Buckley. 
President 
Kennedy has made it clear that he prefers Buck­ 
ley. They permitted the mayor, Roliert Wagner, to 
givp the impression that he is the Democratic leader 
of the state and have thus separated him from 
leadership groups in upstate counties. They have 
damaged the influence of the Keoghs in Brooklyn 
and have thereby left that enormous Democratic 
population without the leadership to which they are 
accustomed.

With a 
fatalistic gesture, he covered 
the lead with dummy’s queen 
of diamonds and thereby sur­ 
rendered all chance of success. 
East won the trick with the 
king and then tried to cash 
the ace.

However, West held on firmly 
to the ten of diamonds while 
East protected the clubs, and 
at the end a club was con­ 
ceded for down one. 
With only eleven tricks at his 
disposal, it should have been 
c l e a r to declarer after the 
opening lead that his only hope 
was to find all the missing 
assets in diamonds and clubs 
in the possession of one oppo­ 
nent, and then to apply pressure 
against that player. By cash­ 
ing all his winners, South may 
be able to force the defender 
to surrender his protection in 
one of the suits. In order for 
this plan to succeed, however, 
it is essential to retain dum­ 
my’s queen of diamonds as a 
threat card. 
After the jack of diamonds 
holds, suppose that West con­ 
tinues with another diamond. 
Dummy plays low again as 
Sout h ruffs. Now, all the 
trumps are run followed by the 
high h e a r t s . Dummy comes 
down to the queen of diamonds 
and the ace, seven of clubs, 
while d e c l a r e r has left the 
king, eight, six of clubs. East 
is unable to hold the ace of 
diamonds and still retain a 
club stopper, so that on the 
last heart he must surrender 
the slam fulfilling trick to his 
opponent.
